ANNOUNCER: During the last twenty-five years there has been a 

tremendous inereage in public interest and sentiment 
for wildlife restoration and conservative wildlife management. 
But wildlife restoration and management in our world of today are 
beset with many extremely complex and difficult problems. For one 
thing the present day game range, as ccmpared to the limitless and 
verdant home for wildlife of frontier America, is extremely limited. 
Millions upon millions cf acres of the best former game range 1s now 
in private ownership -= fenced and used for agricultural or cther 
purposes incompatible with large numbers of game animals. Of the big 
Fane animale remaining in the United States today by far the greatest 
number now range in our National Forests, which are under the 
administration of the United States Forest Service in the Department 
of Agriculture. Over the National Forests as a whole wildlife has 
increased substantially, and many more wild birds and animals can 
still be accommodated than now exist there. But there are a few 
places where deer and elk have increased go rapidly that overstocking 
has become a pressing problem. And unless these overcrowded herds 
ean be thinned out and reduced by specially regulated hunting, 
abolishing of the buck law, more flexible seasons, or some other 
method, the animals will experience great suffering and starvation 
while making a wasteland desert cut of their range. 
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ANNCUNGER; (CONTINUED) Unless control of the size of the herds can 

be maintained, these over-crowded “sore-spots" will become 
wiidlife graveyards instead cf well-balensed refmres ag intended. The 
range which provides the food and shelter for wildlife, must be 
maintained, otherwise the wildlife itself cannot be permanently 
maintained. And permanent wildlife range can only be arrived at throun 
constant control and adjustment of the size of wildlife herds to the 
size and productive canacities cf wlidlife lands. Experienced Forest 
Service wildlife experts say that only in this way can we keep "wildlife 
sorespots" from spreading, and only through intelligent game management 
and adjustment will we get them corrected.
